Aliens In U. S. 
Must Register 


Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath today directed attention 
to the requirements of the Alien 
Registration Act of 1940 as amend- 
ed by the Internal Security Act 
of 1950. 

The Attorney General said that, 
under the amended law any alien 
residing in the United States on 
January 1, 1951, except one law- 
fully here in a temporary status, 
must notify the Commissioner of 
the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service, Washington, D. C., 
of his current address within ten 
day thereafter and during the 
same period in each succeeding 
year. 

A. R. Mackey, Acting Commis- 
sioner of Immigration and Na- 
turalization, cautioned all aliens 
provisions of the law. will sub- 
ject them to prosecution. Mr. 
Mackey also said that an address 
report card (known as Form I-53) 
should be. used in making the re- 
quried reports, and that Alien 
Registration numbers shouldbe 
printed on the forms. Form I-53 
may be obtained at any Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service 
Office or any United States Post 
Office.

State Achieves Best 
Forest Fire Record 


Michigan has achieved her best 
forest fire record in history. 

Reaching a milestone in the an- 
nals of state forest fire history, 
Conservation Department Forest 
Fire Chief Milton M. Bergman, 
announces 839 fires blackened 
only 5,390 acres in the 33-week, 
1950 forest fire danger period. 
This is nearly 50 percent less 
fires and about 75 percent fewer 
acres burned than last year. The 
1949 toll was 21,108 acres by 1,- 
624 fires. 

The 1950 record shatters the 
best previous mark reached by a 
considerable margin. That year 
1941 when. aeres.. 
burned by 1,604 fires. 

Bergman points out “the 1950 
record is in marked contrast to 
several thousand fires which 
gutted over 2,000,000 acres in 
1871," the first year records were 
out, Ue. says the meager notes 
on fires prior to 1871 “indicate 
thousands of blazes annually and 
mullions of acres un fire.” 
Many, he adds, were land-elearing
